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RESUMEN 


Las listas de tipos son útiles para estudios sistemáticos y su preparación ha sido estimulada 
por el Consejo Internacional de Museos. Una lista de especímenes tipo de mamiferos de 
México es particularmente apropiada para este volumen, debido a la proyección que ha 
tenido en la taxonomía de mamíferos mexicanos el trabajo del Profesor Dr. Bernardo Villa R. 
La colección de mamíferos del Museo Nacional de Historia Natural de los Estados Unidos de 
América contiene 582 especímenes tipo de mamíferos mexicanos. La lista que aquí se 
ofrece contiene 7 marsupiales, 3B insectívoros, 36 murciélagos, 3 monos, 1 hormiguero, 21 
lagomorfos, 3B4 roedores, 63 carnívoros, 3 pinnipedos, 2 cetáceos, y 24 artiodáctilos. 
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ABSTRACT 


Lists of type specimens are useful to systematists and their preparation has been encoura- 
ged by the International Council of Museums. A list of type specimens of Mammals from 
Mexico seems particularly appropriate for this volume, because of the enormous impact on 
the systematics of Mexican mammals by Professor Bernardo Villa R. The mammal collec- 
tions of the National Museum contain 582 primary types of mammals from Mexico. The 
following list contains 7 marsupials, 38 insectivores, 36 bats, 3 monkeys, 1 anteater, 21 
lagomorphs, 384 rodents, 63 carnivores, 3 pinnipeds, 2 cetaceans, and 24 artiodactyls.

INTRODUCCIÓN 


El National Museum of Natural History en Washington, D.C. contiene 582 
especímenes tipo de mamíferos mexicanos. Aunque se pueden estudiar los tipos en 
la colección, no se prestan a otras colecciones ni investigadores de otras institucio- 
nes. Por eso, una lista de los tipos mexicanos con las localidades de colecta y las 
referencias de publicación puede ser ütil para estudios sobre la sistemática de 
mamíferos mexicanos. Para obtener más información sobre especímenes tipo, se 
puede escribir al autor o al Dr. Alfred L. Gardner en la misma dirección. En la lista 
que sigue, cada especie se presenta exactamente como está publicada, con el autor 
del nombre, la referencia de publicación, seguida de la fecha de la descripción y la 
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localidad típica, a veces con una breve indicación. La lista tiene básicamente tres 
partes: una lista sistemática por familia, una lista geográfica por estado (apéndice) y 
la lista de referencias de las descripciones originales, alfabéticamente por autor 
(literatura citada).
